Most D estructive Ever K nown—A Pnnfte 
a t the Fa ir Grounds. 


S o u t h B e n d , Ind., Sept. 28.— The most de­ 
structive hall-storm that ever visited this 
part of the country passe 1 over this city 
Wednesday afternoon. 
Hail-stones from the 
size of a marble to that of a hen's egg fell, 
and there is not a building In the c|ty that 
escaped damage to north and east windows.

REMARKABLE EXAMPLE OF 
BRAHMANS» CUNNING, 
THE 


A Perplexing State of Aflhim Hi Be 
nares—One Way of Gaining a Point. 
Three ITnndred Thousand Poople L« ttv o 
Their Homes. 
An ‘‘Kitting in dhama” is nn extremely curi­ 
ous practice, the readers of this journal may 
like to know .something al» ou* it. 
The Brah­ 
mans hav e nowhere shown a more remark­ 
able example of their cunning than in creat­ 
ing among their countrymen a belief that 
their persons were designed by Got! to lie 
under ail circumstances inv iolable; and that 
to depriv e them of life or to hurt their per­ 
son» , directly or indirectly, is a crime that 
admits of no expiation. 
On this persuasion 
is founded the practice of sitting in dhanm. 
hen n Lrahman desires to gain some mint 
which he ha« found it impossible to accom­ 
plish in any other way he goes to the door or 
house of the person against whom his suit is 
directed, and there he sits down in dhama, 
with poison, or a poniard or some other means 
or suicide in liis hand, threatening to use it 
» houW hi, adv ersary attempt t,V m otet or 
pass him by. 
This menace completely arrests 
him. 
The plaintiff now commences a fast, in 
which, according to etiquette, he must bo ac­ 
companied by the defendant; and in this situ­ 
ation they l>oth remain until the former ob­ 
tains satisfaction. The plaintiff rarely fails 
of his object; for were the indiv idual thus ar­ 
rested to permit the Brahman to perish of 
hunger, or should he driv o him to make use 
of any of his instruments of mischief, the sin 
would lie upon his head forev er. 
A BRAHMAN WIDOW. 
Nor is the practice confined to male Brah­ 
mans. 
Some years ago a Brahman widow at 
Benares hod a lawsuit with her brother-in- 
law, which, in the first instance, went to ar­ 
bitration. 
The suit inv olv ed a claim of prop­ 
erty and a consideration of caste, the priv i­ 
leges of which her antagonist declared she 
had forfeited. 
The decision, though fav or­ 
able to her, did not altogether satisfy the 
lady, who determined to carry the remaining 
points in dispute by dharna. 
Accordingly 
she placed herself in the customary way at 
the door of her brother-in-law, who, appre­ 
hensiv e of her death, went with her to a 
temple, where they both made trial of their 


mblod with such prov isions os they could 
collect, and l**gan their march. 
But disten­ 
sions spread fust among them, r.ni hunger 
and fatigue told even on the m *r » .Unv ote. 
In a few day s they melted away to s > small a 
numlier that the remainder were ashamed to 
proceed. Then ih# supreme gov ernment wise­ 
ly repealed Hie obnoxious tax; and U n is ended 
a disturbance which, if it had been him hi v or 
injudiciously managed, might have set all 
India in a flame. 
Nowaday s the practice of sitting in dharna 
is mostly confined to the faqueera. The» pious 
lK*ggnrs are remarkably obstinate, and will 
not move fioin the door of a person until 
their demands are complied with, threatening 
suicide or soif-tortunx 
I remember well a 
uumU-r of faqueers who, a few y ears ago 
sat round a huge fire which they lighted at 
t he door of a house in which a grand funeral 
wiv* living debratcd, threatening to put their 
a mis into the flames if the present they de- 
rnAiided was denied to them. 
Home of them 
did actually bum the ends of their fingers. 
At last th*“ master of the house gave them the 
money and got rid of them .—Hindoo Cor. Kt.
